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If  there  wasn’t  a  way  to  look  at  yourself  how  else  would  you  know  what 
you  looked  like?  You  probably  wouldn’t.  The  only  way  to  know  would  be  to 
ask  others  around  you.  However,  you  would  want  them  to  tell  you  the  truth. 
If  you  had  green  eyes  and  they  said  you  had  blue  that  would  be  inaccurate 
and  you  would  have  a  distorted  view  of  yourself.  You  want  your  reflection  to 
portray  the  real  you. 

As  believers,  we  want  our  reflection  to  portray  not  just  the  real  us  but 
the  real  Christ  who  lives  in  us  (2  Corinthians  3:18).  We  have  something  spe¬ 
cial  that  not  everyone  has  but  everyone  should  have  and  have  the  chance 
to  know  about.  That  is  the  calling  of  each  of  our  lives  in  whatever  fashion 
that  may  look  like  for  each  individual  (Acts  1:8).  Our  reflection  of  our  lives 
should  brightly  shine  with  the  work  of  God.  We  are  overcoming  sin  and  our 
reflection  is  becoming  more  like  Christ  everyday  by  spending  time  with 
Him  and  getting  into  the  Word  while  we  live  and  remember  it  (James  1:22- 
25).  Then,  if  we  are  able  to  live  our  lives  according  to  Christ,  our  lives  will 
become  a  ripple  effect  to  spread  across  the  lands  and  seas.  It  will  be 
contageous  and  people  will  be  caught  in  the  waves  of  His  love  and  grace  that 
are  lived  out  by  the  believer. 

CIU,  we  are  a  school  of  missions.  We  each  came  here  to  learn  how  to 
be  missionaries  either  over  seas  or  here  America.  We  are  being  nourished 
and  built  up  and  our  reflection  is  constantly  changing  even  the  slightest  bit 
to  better  portray  Christ.  We  are  able  to  use  what  we  learned  from  our  past, 
what  we  are  learning  in  the  present  to  make  Christ  known.  All  it  takes  is 
one  touch  and  the  effect  will  be  started.  Let  us  start  with  transforming  our 
reflections  and  then  use  it  for  impact.

Dear  Class  of  2011, 

Your  studies  at  Columbia  International  University  introduced  you  to  several  individuals  in 
the  Bible.  Some  you  knew;  others  you  got  to  know  for  the  first  time.  One  of  these  individu¬ 
als,  Paul  the  apostle,  shares  a  great  deal  with  you.  You  know  his  story:  persecuted  the  early 
church  (Acts  8),  saved  on  the  road  to  Damascus  and  then  blinded  (Acts  9:1-9),  chosen  by  God 
and  healed  by  Ananias  (Acts  9:10-19),  and  preached  the  gospel  (Acts  9:27).  The  Holy  Spirit 
transformed  Paul’s  life.  This  transformation  gives  insight  to  the  verse  he  later  wrote  in  2  Cor- 
3:18, 

“But  we  all,  with  unveiled  face  beholding  as  in  a  mirror  the  glory  of  the  Lords  are  bei 
transformed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to  glory,  just  as  from  the  Lord,  the  Spirit.” 


Your  story  doesn’t  differ  too  much  from  Paul’s.  Your  conversion  story  may  not  seem  as  dra¬ 
matic,  but  your  spiritual  transformation  has  proven  just  as  genuine.  Like  Paul,  you  engaged 
in  that  divinely  ordained  transformational  process  by  which  the  Holy  Spirit  leads  believers 
to  embrace  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  through  the  Word  of  God.  By  this  transformation  you,  like 
Paul,  have  become  progressively  free  from  sin’s  power  and  more  like  Christ. 


You  have  one  more  thing  in  common  with  Paul.  After  his  conversion,  Paul  spent  three  years 
in  Arabia  learning  the  very  things  he  would  need  as  he  prepared  to  take  the  Gospel  to  the 
Gentiles  (Gal.  1:15-24).  Similarly,  you  spent  time  at  CIU  receiving  an  education  from  a  biblical 
worldview  that  will  give  you  the  ability  to  impact  the  nations  with  the  message  of  Christ. 

As  Paul,  you  have  become  a  wonderful  reflection  of  Christ.  Like  Paul,  you  will  now  take  the 
message  of  grace  to  the  nations.  You  and  Paul  have  a  great  deal  in  common.  Now,  just  like 
the  famous  apostle,  go  and  make  a  difference  in  the  world.
